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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-7 are presented for examination on the merits. 
The Preliminary amendment has been received and entered. The IDSs filed in 
the case have been considered as indicated on the enclosed PTO-1449 Forms.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claimed method is rendered vague and indefinite because it is unclear as to 
whether extraction is being carried out in the first step. The claims fail to recite clear 
and distinct process steps. Further the term "the region" is unclear and it is suggested 
to change it to -a range of-. Claims 2 and 3 lack antecedent basis for recitation of 
"dehydratin" at line 2. The term -said— should be inserted before it unless there is 
another dehydration being carried out in step 1. Furthermore, "the tissue" lacks 
antecedent basis in the claims because in the preamble it is referred to as tissues, thus, 
it is uncertain whether more than one kind of tissue is intended or what? Consistent use 
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of terms is suggested. Claim 5, lacks antecedent basis for "the first extraction step" at 
line 2. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 



Claims 1-5 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Schankereli (US Pat 5,782,914). 
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Claims are drawn to a method for dehydrating biological tissues. 

Schankereli teaches production of tissue grafts wherein the steps of dehydration 
are carried out to obtain a water content of 10% to 70% , note col. 3, lines 45-50. 
Ethanol is used to extract or dehydrate the tissue. Further water is mixed in, note figure 
1(A). A vaccuum treatment is also employed, note col. 3, lines 10-15 and 30-35 and 
temperature is applied note col. 3, lines 39-40. Under pressure is applied, note col. 3, 
lines 10-15 and line 33. 

The claims appear to be identical to the cited disclosure and are thus, considered 
to be anticipated by the teachings of the reference. However, in the alternative that 
there is some difference between what is claimed and the cited disclosure then such 
difference is considered to be so slight as to render the claims obvious over the cited 
prior art. Clearly one of skill would have been motivated by Schankereli to carry out 
these process steps to prepare tissue. The claims are at least prima facie obvious and 
no unexpected successful results. have been attainted with the claimed method. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Schankereli as cited above in view of Druecke et al. (US Pat No. 6187137). 

Claim 6 is drawn to a treatment with ultrasound, a vibrator or a shaker. 

Druecke et al teach a variety of useful techniques for dehydrating, such as 
treatment with sonic roll, shaker roll, or vibrator roll, note col. 3, lines 38-51. 

The claim differs from Schankereli in that the treatment step using these 
mechanical means is not disclosed. 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
claimed invneiton was made to select for a mechanical means for dehydrating as 
disclosed by Schankereli one of the useful techniques for dehydrating, such as 
treatment with sonic roll, shaker roll, or vibrator roll as disclosed by Druecke. Clearly 
one of skill would have known of these dehydration means and to select for one of 
these is well within the purview of a person of ordinary skill in the art. The claim is 
prima facie obvious. 

All claims fail to be patentably distinguishable over the state of the art discussed 
above and cited on the enclosed PTO-892 and/or PTO-1449. Therefore, the claims are 
properly rejected. 

The remaining references listed on the enclosed PTO-892 and/or PTO-1449 are 
cited to further show the state of the art. 
No claims are allowed.
